Sir, — With  reference  to  the  letter  from  this  oflScc 
of  the  3rd  of  August,  1870,  relating  to  the  instructions 
to  he  issued  to  British  Pilots,  with  a view’  of  prevent- 
ing infractions  of  Her  j\Iajest3’’s  neutrality  during  the 
Franco-German  War,  1 am  directed  by  the  Earl  of 
Derby  to  state  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the 
hoard  of  Tiade  that,  after  consultation  ivith  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty  and  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crow’ll,  he  considers  it  desirable  that  a similar  notice 
should  now  bo  issued,  to  ho  observed  during  the 
present  war  between  Russia  and  Turkey. 

The  Law  Officers  have,  however,  suggested  that 
some  words  should  be  added,  delining  the  nature  of  the 
danger  out  of  which  Ships  of  War  ma^’  he  piloted, 
and  I am  to  transmit  to  j’ou,  to  he  laid  before  the 
Board,  a eoj'y  of  the  notice  as  amended  by  them  with, 
this  view.
